Claim Rejections = 35 U.S.C. §112 



1 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11, 12-16, 18, 22-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

With regards to claim 12, applicant is claiming a method of using an 
alternative network to provide wireless services(preamble), however the 
body does not provide any indication as to how this is achieved. The 
sending a services list and alternative address list between a service node 
and a serving SCP fail to provide necessary steps to using an alternative 
network to provide wireless services. 

Claims 1-16, 18, 22-23 are rejected because it is not clear whether 
"alternative network address(es) means, alternative addresses of the 
same network or addresses of alternate networks. 
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3. Claim 2 recites the limitation "said alternative network" in 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections = 35 U.S.C. § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, 
more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Henry, Jr. et al.(5,603,084). 

With regards to claim 1 , Henry teaches a method comprising the 
steps of: 

receiving a registration request for the subscriber at a service 
node(activation request, mobile provides UN) 
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determining at the service node an alternative network address 
associated with the wireless service(cellular system provides subscriber 
with MIN in place of UN) 

transferring information between the subscriber and the wireless 
service using the alternative network address(MIN used for establishing 
future communication and data transfer with network)
